ILLUSTRATED LECTURE 
ON FRANCE IS GIVEN 

DR. C. S. McEWAN SPEAKS TO A 
JOINT MEETING OF Y. M, C, A, 
AND Y. W, C. A. 


Dr, McEwan, a prominent Orlando 
physician and well known to Rollins 
people, wlm has recently returned 
from France, where he served us a 
surgeon in a French hospital, gave 
a brief talk about the parts of France 
which he Had seen, illustrating with 
lantern slides; many of the pictures 
having been taken by Dr. MeEwan 
himself. 

The Doctor's introduction to Paris 
was a dark city in which it was a 

puzzle to find a desired hotel. After 
reaching the hospital, which hud been 
an old school and was quite a dis¬ 
tance from the city, he settled down 
to months of hard work. So busy 
was he that he had iiitle opportunity 
for sight-seeing. 

However, he was able to take some 
pictures, among them scenes of ruin¬ 
ed churches and homes all the work 
of the Germans. 

"As nearly as T could discover" he 
said, "the stories of German cruelty 
are true.” 

He described the French soldiers 
as brave and cheerful, always an 
xlous to "get back to the front." 

The pictures of the trenches were 
far from inviting. They seemed more 
real than most; one might almost 
have expected to see the men walk 
UiK about in the mud and water, 

A very interesting picture and 
quite unusual, was that of a French 
fire department extinguishing a fire. 
They did so by drawing water from 
a nearby well and then throwing it 
from a mb by a hand-pump. As al¬ 
ways, the women were right on hand.

Plant Will do Town and College 
Printing; to be Located on 
Boulevard 

What promises to be one of the 
best Things for the town of Winter 
Park and Rollins College was the 
purchase last, week of a small prim¬ 
ing outfit by the Press Committee 
which has in charge the Press Funds 
which were donated last year by the 
Editorial Hoard of The Tomokan the 
college year book. 

The story is as yet a short one, 
and hangs upon the old saying that 
it is an ill wind that blown no one 
any good. Few people will connect 
this saying to the cyclone which 
swept over the village of Apopka a 
few week! ago. Some Time before the 
cyclone occurred, representatives 
from the town and college drove over 
to Apopka to look at a printing out¬ 
fit formerly used in printing a local 
paper. Eight hundred dollars was 
thought, however, more than could 
be paid for the p!ant. The storm de¬ 
stroyed the building in which the 
plant was stored. Type was spilled 
out on ihe floor and some sliglii dam¬ 
age done to the two presses.

MAKE HER QUIT" SAYS 
ELLISON ADAMS. 

A letter recently received from V. 
Ellison Adams, a former Rollins stu¬ 
dent and one time editor of "The Whi¬ 
ter Park Post," by Dr. George Morgan 
Ward, states that he is now stationed 
at the American Aviation Headquar¬ 
ters in Paris. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Adams served for some time 
in the ambulance department, but 
later became associated with the avia¬ 
tion corps. 

An interesting excerpt from this let¬ 
ter reads as follows: "I miss Winter 
Park very much, but I am here for 
the war—and who knows how long 
that will be? Some times l think it 
will soon be over; and other times all 
indications point the other way. There 
is one thing certain, we must beat 
Germany and make her quit, for she 
will never quit otherwise." 


Another conference has come and 
gone.

We wonder whether the stu¬ 
dents took the fullest advantage of its 
advent.

“Gym 0 Greene, as lie was familiar!} 
and affectionately called on the cam 
pus. was offered a commission in the 
Army, when war was first declared 
but preferred at the time to complete 
the numerous duties which were then 
devolving upon him in Y. M. C. A 
work before entering the larger ileld 
After the college term closed in June 
lie was detailed by the National Com 
Wiltee ol the Y. M. C. A. to take 
charge of the War Work of the Asso 
elation at the Naval Base of the 
Southeast a most important and re 
sponsible post which entails activi¬ 
ties for over 5,000 sailors and ma¬ 
rines. 

1 hiring the “Y” Drive in Florida for 
fso.ooo last fall Ray Greene was a 
conspicuous figure. He was allotted 
Hie central district of Florida, and the 
fact that liis home town. Winter Park, 
nearly doubled its quota, served as a

After the "Y” Drive Mr. Greene 
made preparations to sail for France 
on the 19th of December to engage 
in the Association work there. While 
completing these preparations in At¬ 


lanta before the Foreign Work Board, 
his plans were changed and the deci¬ 
sion to enter the regular service 
made. A message came from France 
that no more secretaries of the draft 
a,e would he accepted “over there.” 
it invariably being the case that such 
men enlisted, owing to the great 
pressure ami need in the trenches. 
Mr. Greene immediately returned to 
Charleston ard enlisted in the Naval 
Reserve Force and prepared for the 
jxamlratJons which were taken Ja:i- 
jary 7; in these examinations he 
:amc out second in a total ol over 
ifty applicants. 

Ensign Greene has been for a num¬ 
ber of years Athletic Director of 
tollins College; his professional 
raining was received at Harvard 
University. His effort to clean iip in 
crcolic.gi-Me athletic? in this S’u-tc 
met ihr :;p!enr!td records made by 
vollins teams for clean sportsman¬ 
ship in the face of great hardships 
*ave placed a very high stamp of 
iprovul on his work along these lines. 

Mr. Greene has been not only prom¬ 
inent in athletics. As General Secre 
ary of the Y. M. C. A. of Rollins 
College he originated the Winter 
Park Conference idea and has held 
ap to ihe time of his enlistment, ihe 
iliicu of Executive Secretary of the 
Conference Association, an organiza 
lion under whose auspices are held 
annually the Older Boys’ Conference, 
the Missionary Education Conference 
and the State Training School for 
Sunday School Workers. 

Mr. Greene’s transfer to the Navy 
is another instance of the great sac¬ 
rifice prominent men the country 
over are making for the great need of 
the Government. Rollins is more than 
proud of the star which, with the 
many others that her service flag dis-1 
plays, is a small indication of the ser- j 
vice she is now lending in the Great 
World Struggle.

owner was willing to take $250 for ! 
the entire outfit. 

It will he remembered that the 
Editorial Board of the Tomokan don¬ 
ated the sum of $245 to the college 
last year for a similar purpose leav¬ 
ing the matter in the hands of a 
self-perpetuating committee compos¬ 
ed of the president of the college, 
the president of the alumni Ass'n and 
the editors of the Sandspur and Tomo¬ 
kan. the college publications. This 
committee which is composed of Dr. 

Mr. Hanna, and Mr. Hill .this 
year, immediately appropriated this 
fund for the purchase of the plant 
which is now stored in the small 
house in the rear of Dr. Freer’s drug 
store facing the Boulevard. The use 
of this building has been donated by 
the owner, Mr. Charles II. Morse, 
who, in addition, is having built an 
adequate addition for housing the en¬ 
tire plant and equipment which is to 
he added. 

It is proposed that tills press, which 
is to be a Winter Park institution, in¬ 
directly owned by Rollins College, he 
named the “Rollins Press.” An or¬

Mis Status* Salary, Medical Examina¬ 
tion, Etc, 

All the details of the status of an 
airman In the making have never 
been fully told in sequence. Let us, 
therefore, follow u young man who 
has decided he will endeavor lo qual¬ 
ify R 1 ** Hie Air Service, First, of 
course, comes the routine of applica¬ 
tion* 

The lowest age at which applicants 
may hr accepted is IS years and 8 
months* on the theory that at thu cud 
or their training they will have reach¬ 
ed the age of 19, which is the lowest 
age at which commissions may be 
grouted lit !b ;r Am^’.’Ic 11 !! 1 .^yjpy \F)rdi- 
taut* under 19. however, must pro 
sent letters of approval of their en¬ 
listment from their parents or guar¬ 
dian, as is required throughout the 
military and naval establishments of 
the country. All applicants may en¬ 
list at any aviation examining board. 

Tf an applicant passed bis 21st 
birthday before June 5, 1917, and is 
consequently subject to the draft* a 
special arrangement has been made 
whereby the rule prohibiting volun j 
tarj enlistment by draft men is 1 
waived and he is permitted to enlist 
directly at an aviation examining 
board without reference to the draft 
or hts draft board. All that is at¬ 
tended to for him by the aviation 
authorities. Even If he is in the 
present quota, he may be so enlisted* 
but if be has been actually ordered 
into service by the draft board, be 
must report to his mobilization camp 
as ordered* and there apply to his 
company commander for transfer to 
the Air Service,

The candidate’s hist step is to 
write to. or visit personally, one of 
the 24 aviation examining boards to 
voted in the larger cities* or the 
Recruiting Bureau. Aviation Section. 
Washington, D. C., to secure an ap¬ 
plication blank for entering the ser¬ 
vice.

But it is the balance test which 
causes the most perplexity, largely 
because li is not understood.

But it is of vital impor¬ 
tance to him who later may he un¬ 
winding from a spiral miles a hove 
the ground or rushing Along at twice 
express train speed in a solid hank 
of clouds, 

Ontfs balance is regulated entirely 
by a tiny fluid in the canals of the 
inner ear. It is as delicate and as 
accurate as the fluid In the finest j 
spirit level. It is necessary to set it 
In motion m order to sue how quickly 
it recovers equilibrium, and conse¬ 
quently how strong the candidate Is 
In this respect. One should not be 
the least surprised, therefore, when 
lie Is placed in a revolving chair and 
swung rapidly around, now sitting 
forward, now back, and asked upon 
stopping to point in a certain direc¬ 
tion or execute some other motions. 
Nor should he he surprised if every¬ 
thing he does appears to film to be 
done wrong. 

But the medical test is soon over, 
and if the candidate passes, he may 
be pretty sure that he is physically 
perfect. He then goes on to a men¬ 
tal examination which a'so sounds 
formidable, but which Is In reality 
and of necessity brief. A few' ques- : 
lions are asked as to the candidate's 
career perhaps, but if he lias had 
college training he need not fear the 
outcome. 

If the candidate is one of the three 
who pass both tests, as he should be 
with his advantages, he is notified 
that he Is accepted for training for 
the Air Service as a member of the 
Signal Enlised Reserve Corps, Then 
just as soon as the preceding classes 
move up* he is ordered into active 
service. 

From that moment until he re¬ 
ceives his commission as an aviator 
or Is discharged, he is known ns an 
Aviation Cadet, with the rank of 
Private First Class, a salary of $100- 
a month* GO cents food allowance 
dally* living quarters, uniform and 
all traveling expenses, including the 
trip to the place where he is ordered 
to report provided by the government* 

In that status he goes through the 
ground school and the flying school 
until he 1ms qualified as u Reserve 
Military Aviator* Thereupon he is 
given Ills first commission* a 2nd 
lieutenancy* with a salary of $1,700, 
quarters provided by the Government,

Then after passing his final teats 
and becoming a Junior Military Avia¬ 
tor. he automatically advances one 
grade in rank, in salary, and in allow¬ 
ance* A 2nd lieutenant, therefore, 
by the time he is fully trained* be¬ 
comes a 1st lieutenant, with a base 
salary of $2,000. Further, however, 
as a Junior Military Aviator he now 
receives 50 per cent Increase on his 
base pay while on Hying duty, and 
another 10 per cent while on duty 
abroad.
